a reduction or to establish reciproc- 
ity. Any reduction is to them a men- 
ace, and reduction under treaty peculi- 
arly so. Treaties are more or less per- 
manent things, and trade treaties lead 
to the formation of business connec- 
tlona which cannot be easily rooted up 
and to the development of trade which 
people will not willingly see destroyed 
A trade arrangement therefore which 
brought about a mutual reduction of 
tariffs would be a more difficult thing 
to make successful war upon than a 
simple downward revision of the Can- 
adian tariff. The latter could be re- 
versed at the first session of a high 
tariff Parliament. The repudiation of 
an fgreement made with a foreign 
power is not so easily brought about 
There is reason therefore why those 
who oppose reduction of the tariff 
should be peculiarly hostile toward re- 
duction by trade treaty or interna- 
tional agreement 

As usual, the manufacturers don the 
patriotic mask while making their 
protests against the proposed reduc- 
tion, it is not themselves they are 
worrled about. Oh, not at all It is 
the British preference—and through 
this, the solidarity and welfare of the 
Empire, It is surprising to learn how 
intensely loyal these gentlemen are-— 
at times.

THE GROWTH OF ARMAMENTS. 

From a speech by Herbert Samuel, 
Postmaster-General at Saltburn—The 
estimates had again been in- 
creased by a sum of several millions. 
That was a fact in which he, for one, 
could take little satisfaction. Necessary 
though it was, it was a most unfortu- 


haval 


nate necessity. It was the growing 
and rapid increase in the navies of 
other powers which compelled this 


country against its will to spend each 
year a larger and larger proportion of 
national treasure in providing arma- 
ments against the risk of war. He 
thought it was a most lamentable 
thing that the nations of the world 
should now be spending 450,000,000 
pounds every year merely in maintain- 
ing armies and navies (A 
“Cannot you stop it?'') 

The position of England had been 
made absolutely clear, and if other 
countries would agree with us to 
cheek the increase of armaments, no- 
thing would give us greater pleasure 
than to enter into an agreement of 
that character. As if the present ex- 
penditure was not enough they had 
now actively at work in many of the 
constituencies the National Service 
league, which was endeavoring to se- 
cure compulsory military service for 
the whole male population, That men 
should go through a course of drill 
might be of some physical value, but 
those physical advantages could he 
better secured by the physical train- 
ing of boys and girls in the schools, 
for, in the first place that would af- 
fect both sexes; and, in the second 
place, the physical training would be 
given at an age when it would be more 
effective for its purpose. Compulsory 
military service was unnecessary, be- 
cause, living on these islands, so “long 
as we retained a navy of overwhelm- 
ing strength we ran no risk of inva- 
sion, If there were some small raid 
or attack from foreign shores, we had 
within these isles hundreds of thou- 
sands of men already voluntarily 
trained to arms, who would be ‘Amply 
sufficient to repel any attack 

The expense of a scheme of compul- 
sory military service would be a co- 
lossal addition to our already heavy 
expenditure for armaments; and,worst 
of all, such @ scheme woudl force men 
against thelr will, by the compulsion 
of all such a scheme would force men 
into activities for which they felt un-

The United Empire says the rapia| 
expansion Canada cannot fail to 
find expression in her literature, ‘ine 
romance of the Great West is akin to 
the great awakening of Elizabethan 
times, and must eventually be told in 
song and story. There is already a 
considerable school ot Canadian 
Writers who draw their inspiration 
from her past history and present 
boundless energy. Among such must 
be recokned Mr. Robert T. Anderson, 
of the fire department, Edmonton, 
Whose “Old Timer” shows signs 
great promise.
